The Indians Concerned in the Massacres—The

Late Treaty—An Army Officer's Statement.

Wasamsarox, Oclober 16.—I1t having been ro-
ported that the road 10 Montana was impussable,
owing to the uprising of the Indiuns and the
attwcking of every emigrant train, the following
fmets sre reported by an official lately in the
Powder River country, and who has had con-
siderable communication with all the tribesi—

The tribes in the Upper Platte sgency num-
ber 1o all. about 10,382 persons, and up o the
spring of 1866 had been the most hostile In-
ians on the Plaips, Emigrant trains were
atlacked only thirty milea irom Fort Kesrney,
and but two hundred miles west of Omahn.
The road to Montaus was constautly besieged,
The military expeditions that were sent out to
punith these Indians effected but very little
good; but the winter of 1884-5 having been
one of unusual severity in that regiom, the
Sioux, the more poweriol of the tribes, reached
Fort Laramie in February, and applied for
1o0d and clothing. An arrangement was made
for a peace conlerence with all the tribes and
l° the Unpited Bwates on the 1st of June,
b and ull hostilitles ceased slong the Montana
"toute, At that conference all the tribes and
ands were represented, but a band ol three
mdred Oualallabs, styled “bad faces,” headed
: Red Cloud. These were deaperate char-
moters, who had broken some ol the police
arcangements of the tribes, and now refused to
verned by the will uf the majority.
